It re- 
quires only a tenth as much of boot- 
leg liquor as of pre-prohlbltlon liquor 
to produce a slven degree of drunk- 
ennc-ss. The reason, of course, Is that 
bootleg liquor Is so concentrated and 
almost Invariably contains other and 
more deadly poisons than mere ethyl 
alcohol. H would seem to follow 
that the drinker of bootleg liquor, 
blissfully unaware of its .compost- 
lion, drinks much more poison than 
lie realizes. "Temperance" Is all but 
impossible and drunkenness all but 
Inevitable.
